140,000  being  promised  almost  immediately  after 
the  appeal  was  inued.  The  appeal  was  also  fol- 
lowed by  an  entirely  unexpected  and  very  wel- 
come consequence.  Professor  Ooldwin  Smith  and 
the  late  Mrs.  Oolwin  Smith  were  then  in  Europe; 
but  immediately  upon  their  return  they  inti- 
mated to  the  Provisional  Council  of  the  Art 
Museum,  that  they  intended  to  bequeath  to  it 
as  trustees  in  the  public  interest  and  to  the 
citizens  of  Ontario  ss  represented  by  them,  the 
valuable  and  beautiful  residence  o.  The  Grange 
with  its  surrounding  park — the  whole  comprising 
about  six  acres  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of 
Toronto.

The  preeent  Loan  Exhibition  of  worke  by 
European  paintora,  oontributad  azeluainly  from 
the  private  eoDeetiona  In  Toronto,  muat  bareoog- 
niaed  at  onoe  aa  a  very  remarkable  eoUaetton, 
(ucb  aa  any  city  might  mil  be  proud  of.  The 
eoUeetora  of  paintinga  have  reapondad  meet  gen- 
eroualy  to  the  appeal  of  the  Committee  and 
have  deprived  themaelvee  of  much  pleaaure  and 
have  incurred  aome  riak  in  permitting  picturee  of 
great  artiitio  and  very  great  pecuniary  value  to 
be  temporarily  removed  from  their  waUa  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public.

Hoppner  wu  the  ion  of  a  domartic  of  German 
•itraotion  in  the  honaehold  of  George  II.     In 
hi«  yoath  he  became  one  of  the  choristers  of  the 
Koyal  Chapel,  but  he  soon  g^ye  up  music  for 
painting  and  became  a  student  of  the  Royal 
Aodemy.    Under  the  patronage  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  afterwards  George  III,  he  became  one 
of  the  two  fat    enable  portrait  painters  of  the 
^y,  Sir  Thomas  Uwrence  (q.  v. )  being  the  other. 
Hoppner  was  one  of  the  handsomrst  men  of  his 
time.    He  was  elected  an  Associate  Member  of 
the  Royal  Academy  in  1793,  and  a  Member  in 
1798  i  during  his  life  time  one  hundred  and 
Bxty-sii  of  his  works  found  places  on  the  walla 
of  the  Academy.     Hoppner's  productivity  was 
so  great  that  his  work  is  not  all  of  equal  merit. 
Mr.  Monkhouae,  however,  is  scaively  fair  in  hia 
notice  of  him    in  the  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography  when  he  says  that  "hia  drawing  waa 
ftultyand  hU  execution  slight"     At  hia  best 
Hoppner  was  one  of  the  iirst  of  portrait  painters, 
md  hishuger  works  are  undoubted  examples  of 
the  grand  manner.    His  most  important  por- 
traits  are    family   groups,    among   the    finest 
of  these  being  that   of  the  Godaal    Family  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  One 
of  the  finest  of  the  Hoppner  portraits-"  Lady 
Waldegrave,"    is    in    the   poaseadon     of   Sip 
Wm.

Born  in  London,  26th  Jane,  1763,  be  wutfae 
•on  of  a  portnit  painter  in  erayons  and  meoo- 
tint  enffraver.  He  exhibited  at  the  Royal 
Academy  at  the  extraordinarily  early  age  of  ten. 
He  began  by  copying  namben  of  piotaree,  prin- 
cipally Dutch  and  Flemiah.  The  influence  upon 
his  works  of  the  Dutch  genre  picture!  ia  very 
evident  The  number  of  worica  bearing  hia 
name  ia  enormoua,  and  they  are  of  very  unequal 
merit.  He  repeated  himself  indefinitely.  At 
hia  beet,  hoivever,  he  is  not  inferior  to  the  beet 
of  the  genre  schools,  and  at  hia  worst  is  still  rather 
more  refined  than  they  sometimes  are.  In  spite 
of  his  dissipated  habits  he  was  an  inde&tigably 
industrious  worker.  He  died  in  London,  27th 
October,  1804.  (of.

From  ISH 
onwaida  Cotman  devoted  himaelf  toarchitectural 
antiquitiee  and  illuatrated  a  number  of  hooka  by 
Mr.  Dawaon  Tnmer,  the  well-known  antiquary.

Linnell,  whom 
tether  wm  ■  London  picture  dealer,  attrwted 
the  attention  at  (he  age  of  thirteen  of  Sir 
Benjamin  Weet,  Prendent  of  the  Royal  Acade- 
my, kt  that  age  he  wa*  admitted  aa  atndent 
at  the  Royal  Academy  Schools.  Ha  also 
■tndied  under  Varley  (1778-1842).  In  1807  he 
exhibited  at  Somenet  Houee,  then  the  home  of 
the  Academy.  In  1809  the  Britiah  Institute 
awarded  him  a  premium  of  fifty  nuineas  for 
a  kndsoape.  About  1810  he  joined  with 
Mulready  (1786-1863),  who  had  been  a  feUow 
student  at  Varley's,  set  up  house  and  began  to 
make  his  living  by  painting.  He  painted  mini- 
atores  on  ivory,  portraits  on  canvas,  landscapes 
in  oil  and  etchings  in  meszotint.  His  art 
belongs  to  a  period  before  the  revivification  of 
European  Art  which  had  ita  origin  in  the  thir- 
ties and  maturity  in  the  seventies.  Linnell 
lived  to  the  great  age  of  ninety  and  for  the  bat 
fifty  years  oC  his  life  he  lived  as  a  hermit ;  he  bad 
quarrelled  with  the  Academy  and  the  world  and 
was  never  reconciled  to  either.  His  pictures 
however,  are  interesting  in  ao  far  as  they  repre- 
sent a  certain  phase  of  fidelity  to  nature, 
coupled  with  the  abaence  of  the  mastery  of 
paint.  Yet  he  was  a  man  of  ideas  and  in  hia 
earlier  y«ars  of  extraordinary  energy  and  talent. 
Linnell  acquired  immense  popularity  during 
the  early  Tietorian  Period.

In  1800  he  anooeeded  hit  &ther  at  minitter  of 
Uaillf,  and  in  180S  waa  inducted  in  the  parith  oi 
Duddingtton.  In  1822  he  entertained  Turner 
there.  From  1808  onwarde  he  waa  a  conttant 
exhibitor  at  the  Edinburgh  Exhibitiona,  exhibit- 
ing altogether  over  one  hundred  picturet.  In 
1830  he  wat  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Royal  Scottith  Academy.  He  died  28th  of 
October,  1840.  Thornton  had  a  good  repu- 
tation aa  arholar;  ha  waa  known  to  be  an  excellent 
mutieian,  and  waa  the  friend  of  Sir  Walter 
Scott  and  of  moat  of  the  other  eminent  Scottmen 
of  hia  tine.

Son  of  tho  pwjih  miniiter  of  that 
place.  In  1792,  ha  was  nnt  to  (chool  at 
Vititnit  and  in  1797  to  KetUa,  two  miles 
oir,  on  the  Kiver  Bden.  In  this  place  he 
remained  for  about  a  year  and  a  half  nnder 
the  then  schoolmaster  of  Kettle,  John  Stnehan, 
afterwards  Bishop  of  Toronto.  Straehan  des- 
cribed his  pupil  as  "the  most  singular  scholar 
he  ever  attempted  to  teach."  In  1799,  Wilkie 
went  to  Edinburgh  to  the  Trustees'  Academy 
of  Design,  presided  over  by  John  Graham 
(I784-I817).  In  1805,  Wilkie  entered  the 
Academy  School,  and  in  the  following  year 
exhibited  "The  Village  Politicians."  In  1809, 
he  became  an  Associate  of  the  Academy  and 
in  181],  Member.  On  June  1st  1841,  on 
his  retnni  from  %ypt  and  the  Holy  Land, 
he  died  shortly  after  leaving  Gibraltar  and 
was  bnried  at  sea  (Austin  Dobson  in  Nat. 
Diet  of  Biog;  see  also  Life  by  Allan  Cun- 
ningham). His  best  works  are  undoubtedly 
in  genre.  They  Ulnatrate  national  traits  with 
much  competence,  and  they  are  charged  with  a 
sense  of  humour  and  sometimes  with  gnat 
dramatic  fire.

Thii  lut  diMppoinliineiit 
wu  made  the  oocuion  of  the  prMentition  of 
*  medallion  in  gold  by  hia  fellow  artiita. 
Hr.  Henley  in  hie  epigrsnutio  way  oalli  Corot 
•'»  culmination."  (A  Century  of  Artiste, 
Glasgow,  1889,  p.  31).  By  thie  he  meant  that 
Corot  repreients  the  final  achievement  of 
olamioism.  "The  eeeentials  of  claMioiam— 
oompoaition,  selection,  treatment,  the  master 
quality  of  style— were  his  by  genius  and  in- 
heritance alike."  It  was  appropriate  and 
neoeisary  that  a  master  of  the  conventional 
art  of  his  day,  the  one  painter  in  whom  it 
had  attained  the  fullest  powers  of  expresaion, 
should  be  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  revolt  a- 
gainst  it.  Every  revolution  must  have  its 
Prince— its  representative  of  the  old  regime, 
in  whom  every  inherited  prejudice  should 
determine  hia  loyalty  to  the  established  order 
and  in  whom  nevertheless  the  spirit  of  revolt 
is  too  strong  to  be  chastened  by  a  convention 
which  is  powerleas  because  he  has  mastered 
it.  Such  was  Corot— not  the  initiator  of  the 
Romantic  movement  of  the  Thirties,  but  its 
most  powerful  and  its  moat  copious  advocate. 
Oorot  painted  ao  much  that  he  is  not  always 
at  his  highest  pitch;  but  in  hia  least  important 
works  there  is  the  same  distinction  of  style, 
the  same  eaay  mastery  of  his  materials,  the 
same  liquid  atmosphere  that  reach  their 
highest  levels  in  his  "Pastorale-Souvenir 
d'ltalie"  (in  the  Glasgow  Gallery)  and  in  hia

Born  kt  Pari*  in  1819.  Died  there  in  1886. 
Frere,  like  knother  painter  of  equal  popularity, 
Qjrome,  was  a  pupil  of  Paul  Delaroohe,  and  a 
student  at  the  &ole  dee  Beaux-Arts.  He 
began  to  exhibit  in  1842 ;  but  he  did  not  dis- 
tinguish himself  until  1848  when  he  produced 
"Petit  Saltimbsnque,"  " Plsftiare " and  "Poule 
aux  CEufs  d'Or."  He  was  medalled  in  1861  and 
1852  and  decorated  in  1866.  He  was  disoovered 
by  Ruskin,  who,  sentimentalist  as  he  was,  found 
a  similar  vein  in  Frire.  "I  cannot  tell,"  he 
says,  "  how  I  sia  ever  to  say  what  I  want  to 
say  about  Frere's  pictures ;  I  can  find  no  words 
tender  enough,  nor  reverent  enough.  They 
have  all  bowty  without  consciousness ;  dignity, 
without  pride  ;  lowliness,  without  sorrow  ;  and 
religion  without  fesr  "  (Ruskin,  Principal  Pic- 
tures, French  Exhibition,  London,  1867.  Re- 
published in  Unto  this  Last,  etc.,  Everyman's 
Series,  1906,  p.  268).  Sympathetic  painters  of 
child  life  must  always  be  popular  with  the 
general  public  and  Frere  had  his  full  share  of 
popularity.  In  some  of  his  best  works,  how- 
ever, there  is  enough  of  artistic  interest  to 
justify  the  belief  that  be  was  not  absolutely 
addicted  to  mere  sentimentalism.

Bora  in  1812  at  P»ri«;  died  than  in 
Daoambar  of  1867.  Roumwu'i  hthar  wu  a 
tailor  and  hia  mother  waa  of  a  family  of 
•rtiata,  her  father  beinit  a  working  ioulp- 
tor,  her  unole  a  portrait  painter  and  her 
oouajn,  a  Undioape  painter.  In  the  itiidio 
of  the  last,  whoae  name  waa  Alexandre  Pan 
de  St.  Martin,  young  Roiusaeaa  waa  a  pupil. 
In  hia  boyhood  Rouaaeau  apent  much  tima 
in  the  Foreat  of  Franohe-Comte,  Bonaaeau'a 
father,  who  had  rendered  an  important  aerrioa 
to  Talleyrand  propoaed  to  enter  hia  son  at 
the  EcoU  Polyteohnique,  and  through  the 
influenoe  of  Talleyrand  to  make  his  aon  an  engi- 
neer, foung  Rouaaeau  had  other  ideaa  abont 
hu  future.  It  waa  then  decided  in  a  family 
oounoil  that  the  boy  should  go  into  the  studio  of 
R^mond  (179S-187*).

At  twenty  yeara 
of  age  he  aeems  to  have  come  in  contact  with 
the  worka  of  ConsUble  (q.v.)  who  had  exhibited 
in  the  Louvre  in  1824.  His  own  direct  studies 
from  nature  had  put  him  upon  an  altogether  dif- 
ferent plane  than  his  instructors  and  already, 
in  1830,  he  had  broken  from  hia  maater  and 
from  henceforward,  practically  taught  himself. 
Indeed  until  hia  later  yeara  Reussean  waa

Bom  St  Serrei  in  1810,  died  at  P»ri.,  1863. 
Lik»  ■ome  other  French  painten  whose  early 
Urea  hare  been  noticed,  he  began  by  painting 
on  ohina.    Riocreux,  who  waa  then  at  the  Mai^ 
Ceramique,  waa  hie  6rst  maatrr  and  natorally 
h«  waa  inducted  into  Neo-CIaMici™.  He  be«an 
•tudiea  from  nature  early.  About  the  beginning 
of  the  Romantic  Movement,  Troyon  fell  in  aoci- 
dently  with  the  gronp,Rouiiaeao,  Diaa,  Dupri, 
•to.      He  accepted  their  attitude  with  avidity 
and  he  held  it  with  more  tenacity  and  reguUr- 
ity  than  aome  of  ita  other  adherenta.     He  waa 
M  excellent  craftsman,   and,  notwithstanding
